New Srranp.—Leman Rede’s Frolics of the Fairies has been pro- 
duced.| The elves have ¢ommenced their gambols, and with the prospect 
of a nightly repetition until the curtain shall descend for the season. A 
more boisterous reception, we have never witnessed, and better acting we 
would not wish to see at this mirthful temple. To describe the in- 
cidents of this piece as they severally occur would fill an American news- 
paper, we must therefore content ourselves with observing that the piece 
embodies a historical record of the doings of the “good people’ libelled 
“‘ fairies,” in England, Ireland, and Scotland, combining at the same time 
? the tricks of various mortals. The burthen of the Extravaganza rests 
with Mrs Keeley, who sustains three distinct parts. Mrs. Corrie, from 
the Theatre Royal, Bath, a lady well deserving of public attention, is 
second on the list, and the manner in which she has acquitted herself, con- 
sidering the short notice she had to prepare herself for the part entitles 
her to warm approbation. She has been warmly applauded, and, although 
somewhat nervous at present, she gives evidence of great ability as a mu- 
sician, and when her ¢imidité shall wear off, she will be a valuable acqui- 
sition to Mr. Hall’s establishment. The lessee himself has a capital part, 
that of an Irishman, and in short there are so many good characters and so 
very few bad ones, that we will not take upon ourselves to go further 
in enumeratiug the various excellences for fear we may exceed our limits. 
Old Irish, English, and Scotch airs, (well known tunes,) have been 
brought into requisition for some good parodies. Dances of every de- 
i scription employ the lovely fairies throughout the piece, and there are 
excellent and telling hits in the dialogue which Mr. Rede seems to have 
written with more than his usual care. Such a piece as this is exactly 
the one suited to the Theatre, and every decoration which imagination 
could possibly suggest has been observed. The scenery is splendid, and 
travellers will recognize faithful copies of nature in several of the country 
views. The Frolics of the Faries will certainly be the source of great 
emolument to the treasury. Last night the house was literally crammed, 
and there was not a dissentient hand at the conclusion of the performance. 

Victoria.—A great business is doing here too. Mr. Osbaldiston has 
been acting Macbeth to crowded audiences. His performance is dis- 
tinguished by an enlightened reading of this arduous character. In many 
scenes Mr. Osbaldiston was vehemently applauded. His interview with 

Lady Macbeth after the murder was well portrayed, and in the scene 
/ where he is challenged by Macduff’ he acquitted himself to admiration.
